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Friends group say nature reserve needs urgent work 

CAMPAIGNERS IN 
BEAUTY SPOT SOS 



£25m waste plant to create 20 jobs

CAMPAIGNERS are calling for 
urgent action at a Great Barr 
beauty spot which they say 
has become overgrown and 
neglected in parts. 

They want Gorse Farm Wood na¬ 
ture reserve, off Eastwood Road, to 
be transformed in a bid to help boost 
visitor numbers. 

Repair work is currently being carried out 
to a walkway, known as the Broadwalk, which 
is situated over a bog in the 15-acre nature re¬ 
serve. 

Work has also been done to plant heather in 
parts of the wood, but people also say some of 
the undergrowth needs thinning out. 

Pathways also need improvements, they say, 
over concerns they are no longer suitable for 
wheelchair users or pushchairs. 

Members of the Gorse Farm Wood Friends 
Group also want a pool that is full of silt to be 
cleaned to improve its appearance. 

Ward councillor Dave Hosell and campaigner 
Keith Allcock say the further improvements are 
a priority. “We’ll be working with the council 
and residents to improve and clean up the na¬ 
ture reserve,” said Mr Allcock, who is standing 
in the Newton ward by-election next month. 

Deteriorate 

Councillor Hosell added: “It is a shame to 
see how it has been allowed to deteriorate over 
time. 

“The pathway isn’t down yet. The tape and 
fencing around it has been pulled down. Grass 
is three or four feet high in places. 

“It just needs work.” 

He said he would be seeking a meeting with 
neighbourhood teams and park department 
staff at the council at the site so they can see 
the issues for themselves. 

Once work is completed, he said that pupils 
from nearby Ferndale Primary School could use 
the reserve for lessons or activities. 

“It is a lovely place to have in the area,” he 
added. “It is somewhere to go for some peace 
and quiet.” 

Friends group joint chairman Harry James 
said: “The council have been good in getting 
some work done. 

“This walkway hasn’t been completed. It 
has been about 12 months now and they need 
doing. 

“The pool is full of silt. Ducks look like they 
are walking on water. 

“If things could be done, maybe on a piece¬ 
meal basis at least, that would be good.” 

The range of habitats on the nature reserve 
support a variety of plants and animals. 


A £25 MILLION waste plant will be built in 
Tipton, creating 20 new jobs, under plans 
lodged with council chiefs. 

Up to 100,000 tons of waste would be put 
through the renewable energy facility each 
year and be converted into electricity and 
heat. Bosses say it would generate enough 
electricity to power 12,000 homes and benefit 
businesses and community facilities who could 
use additional heat. Around 20 staff would be 
employed at the plant on a stretch of land off 
Bloomfield Road, near the rail line, once it was 
operational. Applicants Broadcrown Ltd said 


in a design statement: “The proposed facility 
will sort and segregate up to 100,000 tons per 
annum of commercial and industrial waste and 
demolition wood to generate renewable energy, 
heat and power, to the local district network. ” 

Work to be carried out at the site would in¬ 
clude the refurbishment of the existing waste 
transfer building, site offices and maintenance 
building, alongside building the new facility. 
An existing concrete processing facility and 
gatehouse would be demolished. 

A potential stumbling block for the plans 
when they are put before Dudley councillors 


will be the objection of the Coal Authority. 
James Smith, planning liaison manager, said: 
“The Coal Authority records indicate that 
site is affected by considerable mining legacy. 
There are 10 mine entries within the site or 
within 20 metres of its boundary. Building 
over or within the influencing distance of a 
mine entry raises significant safety risks.” 

The Tipton site would work alongside a 
£13m facility at Portway Road, Wednes- 
bury, which was unanimously approved by a 
Sandwell Council planning committee in 2013. 
Construction is due to begin there imminently.

£400,000 visitor centre. 

It’s been five years in the making but 
staff and volunteers will welcome their first 
guests on July 16. The construction of the 
complex is now complete with work under 
way to fit out the inside of the building. 
Work began on the new centre, which re¬ 
places the old building after it was dam¬ 
aged in an arson attack, in October.

‘I HAVE grown up with the songs 
and now I play them to my chil¬ 
dren. His music is timeless.’ 

This fan’s words were echoed by the thou¬ 
sands of others eagerly packed into Banks’s 
Stadium for a once-in-a-lifetime performance 
by Sir Elton John, writes Katy-Rose Meaney. 

“He is a legend,” continues the excited 
Emma Fox, 31, from Aldridge. “I am hon¬ 
oured to see him perform. It is my first time 
and to see him sing in my home town is the 
icing on the cake. The show was incredible 
and the atmosphere was fantastic.” 

Emma was one of the 14,000 fans who 
watched the legend perform in Walsall - a 
location hand-picked by Sir Elton himself. 

True to his rock and roll roots, the Rocket 
Man singer arrived on Saturday by helicop¬ 
ter. But that was where the A-list behaviour 
stopped, as there was no dramatic start to 
the show and he didn’t keep his fans waiting. 
The crowd didn’t even get a countdown to his 
arrival, they were either in their seats and 
ready at 8pm or not. 

The musician simply walked on stage, 
waved politely to the adoring audience 
in front of him and sat down at his black 
Yamaha piano in a dazzling, sequin-covered 
suit, featuring the initials ‘EJ’ on the back.. 

Thousands of fans of all ages flocked to the 
football ground when gates opened at 5pm, 
ready to see an icon at work. The threaten¬ 
ing wet weather did nothing to dampen their 
spirits as people - many dressed in wacky 
glasses, brightly-coloured suits and even 
Union Flag jackets - chanted the lyrics to 
Sir Elton’s best-known songs as they flooded 
through the gates. 

It was a show for all generations for the 
Coates family from Pelsall. Mother Lisa said: 
“I’ve been a fan for around 30 years and my 
son James became a fan when he started 
playing the keyboard when he was seven. I’ve 
always wanted to see him live and here is just 
perfect.”To kick-start the night, support act 
Bright Light Bright Light entertained the 
crowd ahead of the arrival of the main man. 

Once on stage, Sir Elton let his legendary 
status do most of the talking, although he did 
thank the audience and the football club. 

He opened his set with Funeral for a 
Friend/Love Lies Bleeding before performing 
a selection of songs from the Goodbye Yellow 
Brick Road album, which recently celebrated 


its 40th anniversary. Fans stood and absorbed his 
performances, not taking their eyes off his fingers 
dancing across the piano as they bashed out each 
classic on the stage. He went on to perform Can¬ 
dle in the Wind - the first song to have the entire 
crowd singing along, word for word. 

Sir Elton talked to the crowd throughout the 
gig, thanking them for their years of support. 

He said it was ‘wonderful to be here’, adding: 
“Thank you, thank you, thank you. For your 
loyalty, your spirit and generosity through good 
times and bad,” he said. The former Watford 
chairman is believed to have chosen the venue 
because he had fond memories of the football club. 


“You have been an amazing audience Walsall. 
God bless the football club,” he said, 

“Thank you Walsall Football Club for making 
me so welcome. I hope you have a fabulous sea¬ 
son.” 

At the end of the two-and-a-half-hour gig, the 
68-year-old simply bowed to the audience and left 
the stage with no more drama than when he en¬ 
tered. He came back on stage to sign autographs 
with lucky fans in the front row before ending 
the night with an encore of just one more song, 
Crocodile Rock. For many supporters it was the 
experience of a lifetime, but for those who missed 
out, could it be too late to see Elton perform? 


The Tiny Dancer star star hinted that he ‘could 
not go on forever’ and wanted to see his children 
grow up. 

He also told the crowd that it had been an ‘in¬ 
credible journey’ and he takes each of them with 
him when he leaves the stage, with them a part of 
the adrenalin that stays with him. 

After the lights went out, the crowds bounced 
out the stadium, again chanting lyrics and chat¬ 
ting excitedly about what they had witnessed with 
fans saying it was ‘the best show they had ever 
seen’. 

If there’s one thing this Walsall gig proved, it is 
that’s Sir Elton is most definitely still standing.

on the rise 
according 
to recruiter 

A LEADING recruiter says there was 
an 11 per cent increase in the number 
of jobs available for professionals in 
the West Midlands last month. 

The contract recruitment index 
prepared by Venn Group, which mon¬ 
itors contractor demand across the 
West Midlands, saw the number of job 
vacancies advertised rise from 1,926 
in April to 2,137. 

It said there was a boom in demand 
for NHS workforce planners to tackle 
staff shortages and the finance sector 
was driving contractor demand. 

Avtar Singh, director of Venn 
Group, said: “The West Midlands, like 
many other regions in the UK, has 
experienced a boom in the workforce 
planning and medical staffing arenas 
in light of recent staff shortages. 

“In attempts to streamline spend¬ 
ing, many trusts are also drafting 
in financial planning professionals 
to realign NHS budgets for the new 
financial year. In other news for the 
health sector, increased funding 
within mental health has seen a huge 
rise in demand for supported housing 
managers to oversee services provided 
to those with mental health needs and 
learning disabilities.” 

The average rate for those secur¬ 
ing jobs in May 2015 was 11 per cent 
lower than those recorded in April 
2015, with contractors now receiving 
an average of £17 per hour across the 
region. 

This can be attributed in part to the 
levels of deflation the UK was experi¬ 
encing, but looks set to pick up in the 
coming months.

II listed canalside pub has been given 
a new lease of life following a £140,000 
loan from Lloyds Bank Commercial 
Banking. 

The Fiddle and Bone in Sheepcote 
Street had been closed for 12 years be¬ 
fore it was recently purchased by local 
business owner Earle Wightman. 

Mr Wightman, who also runs the 
exclusive dinner and boat tour com¬ 
pany Sherborne Wharf, saw a unique 
opportunity to restore the iconic pub 
to its former glory, whilst linking it to 
his existing business by combining the 
boat tours with fine pub dining. 

Following the relaunch, 30 new jobs 
have been created at the pub, restau¬ 
rant and the new boat facilities, which 
include a boat chandlery and gift shop.

If yow'm confused, doh be, with film 


THEY are phrases that roll off the tongue in this 
part of the world - but many outsiders have been 
left scratching their heads after coming into contact 
with the Black Country dialect. 

But for anyone left feeling ‘alf baerked or reduced 
to crying like a babby when trying to get their head 
around some Black Country sayings are being of¬ 
fered a helping hand. 

A new film charting the history of the famous 
Black Country dialect and explaining some of its 
phrases is being created by experts from Aston Uni¬ 
versity along with youngsters from the West Brom¬ 
wich-based LearnPlay Foundation. 

The project was given the green light after the 
Heritage Lottery Fund agreed to put more than 


£30,000 towards it. Young people from the Learn¬ 
Play Foundation came up with the idea as a way of 
defending their beloved tongue after experiencing 
negative reactions to their way of speaking. 

Once voted the least attractive accent in the coun¬ 
try, they feared it could hamper their employment 
opportunities. 

As a well as an interactive film, a game centred 
around the dialect will also be made, giving people 
the opportunity to learn more about some of the 
more peculiar sayings around these parts. 

Asked what she thought of the fact the project she 
is involved in had been awarded tens of thousands of 
pounds in funding, Shannon Hadlington, from the 
foundation, stayed true to her roots, saying: “I car 


believe it.” She also added that she hoped the pro¬ 
ject would ‘mek people realise we am clever folk’. 

The DVD will see historians delve into the ori¬ 
gins of the Black Country dialect to see how it has 
changed over time along with finding out the views 
of it across the United Kingdom. Local people will 
also feature using the dialect and provide an insight 
into what it means to them and to the people they 
meet. 

Reyahn King, head of Heritage Lottery Fund 
West Midlands, said: “Not only does it enable the 
young people involved to discover the heritage be¬ 
hind their unique way of speaking, but also to make 
a creative and lasting impact on an issue that mat¬ 
ters to them.” 


Murder probe police 
name victim of attack 


A PENSIONER from West Bromwich 
found stabbed to death at his home 
has been named, as police revealed 
he had been the victim of a targeted 
attack. 

Ronald Smith, aged 65, was found on 
June 2 after police were called to the 
property in Cottage Walk, amid concerns 
for his welfare. 

There are fears he may 
have been dead for up 
to four weeks before his 
body was discovered at 
the property. 

A man has been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of 
murder and bailed until 
next month. 

Police revealed more 
details about Mr Smith’s 
life, as they pledged to 
bring his killer to justice. 
Detective Inspector 
Ian Iliffe, who is leading the murder investiga¬ 
tion, said: “We know that Ronald was alive on 
May 5 and we would ask anyone who knows his 
movements from that date to contact us. 

“From what we can establish so far, Ronald 
kept himself to himself, although we do know 
that he was a keen fisherman and was often 
spotted fishing on the local canal. 

“Ronald is known to have led a law-abiding 
life, he was a frequent visitor to West Brom¬ 
wich centre and in particular we know he liked 
to visit some of the betting shops in the area. 

“We also know that occasionally he visited 
local temples for meals as part of their commu¬ 
nity outreach work,” he said. 

Supt Rich Youds, from Sandwell Police, said: 
“From what we know so far, it is clear that this 
was a targeted attack. 

“Local officers are working hand-in-hand 
with detectives, as well as the local community 
as we all work together to bring the person 
responsible for Ronald’s death to justice as 
quickly as possible.” 

Police had been called just before 4pm after 
neighbours were concerned for his welfare. 

A 60-year-old man from West Bromwich was 
arrested on June 11 at an address in the town, 
on suspicion of murder. Anyone who can help 
police in the murder investigation is asked to 
contact West Midlands Police CID on 101, or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.

Rising to challenge of tower block re-

They have been a feature of the 
Black Country skyline for years, 
but these tower blocks in Smeth¬ 
wick are beginning to look very 
different as a multi-million pound 
project to spruce them up along 
with hundreds of other council 
homes gathers pace. 

The scaffolding that surrounds 
the buildings is evidence of the 
scale of the work going on at the 
high-rise blocks, known as The 
Crofts. 


In Windmill Lane, they are 
home to around 250 people, whose 
flats are being upgraded. 

Workers are carrying out im¬ 
provements more than a hundred 
feet in the air, with part of the 
project seeing the dated tower 
blocks being fitted with new roofs. 

Improvements are also being 
made at estates in Oldbury, Row- 
ley Regis, Tipton and West Bro¬ 
mwich, as part of the £50 million 
scheme to revamp 6,000 council 


homes in Sandwell. 

Houses are being fitted with 
new kitchens and bathrooms, 
electrical rewiring and heating 
systems, along with new roofing 
and windows. 

Contractors are currently focus¬ 
ing on homes in Smethwick and 
Wednesbury. 

Modern balconies and windows 
will be installed at the high-rise 
blocks. They will also get external 
cladding in different colours, and

£2m hospital overhaul 
details are drawn up

DETAILED plans for a £2 
million transformation of 
Rowley Regis Hospital are 
being drawn up following a 
consultation with patients 
and staff. 

The project will see the range 
of services available at the site 
off Moor Lane expanded so 
more people can be treated clos¬ 
er to home. 

Full proposals will go before 
board members next month and 
if approved work is set to be begin 
later this year and be completed by 
Easter next year, said chief execu¬ 
tive Toby Lewis. 

Among the options being dis¬ 
cussed include bringing on site 
services for long-term care, which 
people may currently have to travel 
further afield for. 

There are plans to provide more 
parking spaces on the site as peo¬ 
ple often park in residential streets 
near the hospital. 

Mr Lewis said: “More car parking 
on site will reduce the pressure on 
local residents.” 

Respiratory 

Other ideas put forward during a 
consultation in February and March 
include a pharmacy, midwifery ser¬ 
vices, such as antenatal and postna¬ 
tal clinics, and respiratory therapy. 
Improved gym facilities and space 
for support groups to help patients 
and families have also been sug¬ 
gested. 

Up to £3m has been spent rede¬ 
veloping the hospital during the last 
two years and now the trust expects 
to invest a further £lm to £2m by 
2016. Services currently based at 
Rowley Regis include outpatient 
clinics for cardiology, diabetes, rheu¬ 
matology and Ear, Nose and Throat 
(ENT). 

There is also a primary care as¬ 
sessment and treatment service for 
patients who need monitoring but 
not admission to an acute hospital 
and gym facilities for patients who 
need physiotherapy and rehabilita¬ 
tion.

SHE was just five years old when she wandered into 
Tipton Library with her mother - and she has hardly 
been seen without her head in a book ever since.

85, hasn’t had a book checked out. She pops in around 
once a month and borrows a handful of books to keep 
her going until her next visit.

Tea, sandwiches, cakes and nibbles were laid out at 
Great Bridge Library on Wednesday as June popped in. 
She said: “I didn’t think people would take such notice 
to do that for me.

MORE than 400 fines have been 
dished out to motorists for poor park¬ 
ing at railway and metro stations in 
the Black Country, new figures show. 

Centro introduced penalties to 
clampdown on nuisance parking at its 
park and ride sites last year. 

Since the start of December, a total 
of 407 fines of £100 have been given 
out to commuters and passengers. 

Of these, 202 were handed out 
at Stourbridge Junction and 128 at 
Sandwell and Dudley. 

There will also 30 issued at Wednes- 
bury Parkway, 28 at Rowley Regis, 13 
at Coseley and six at Wolverhampton 
Priestfield. 

Centro decided to take action after 
complaints about cars obstructing 
other motorists and forcing pedestri¬ 
ans to walk in the road at stations. 

Transport bosses say the scheme is 
proving successful as the number of 
fines given out is falling each week. 
The fines are reduced to £60 if paid 
within 14 days. 

Centro spokesman Mark Langford 
said: “While parking notices continue 
to be issued their numbers are consid¬ 
erably lower than when the scheme 
was introduced. We are glad the cam¬ 
paign continues to have the desired 
effect by making people think about 
parking more considerately.” 

Earlier this year, work on a 900,000 
extension to the car park at Stour¬ 
bridge Junction railway station was 
completed. 

An extra 223 spaces have been cre¬ 
ated, bringing the number to more 
than 1,000. 


Cyber attacks 
threat is noted 

THE ‘severe’ threat to national secu¬ 
rity from cyberspace needs to be ad¬ 
dressed, an MP has said. Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis MP James Morris 
raised the issue in Parliament.

Driver in father's car 'panicked' 


A YOUNG driver ‘panicked’ when seen by police at 
the wheel of his father’s car and travelled at more 
than twice the speed limit in a failed bid to out-run 
the pursuing officers, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

Azeem Arif reached 70mph in a 30 limit while 
hurtling through Smethwick during the evening 
rush hour on April 9. 

A police patrol saw a ‘look of panic’ sweep across 
the face of the 20-year-old when he realised they had 
seen him driving the Chevrolet in a queue of slow 
moving traffic in Mallin Street, explained Mr Robert 
Edwards, prosecuting. 

The car accelerated into Highbury Road before 
heading along St Pauls and West Park Roads, weav¬ 


ing in and out of other vehicles, and ignoring give 
way signs. Arif forced other motorists to brake hard 
or take evasive action as he forced past them over a 
mini roundabout and drove on the wrong side. 

In Holly Lane the Chevrolet overtook other mo¬ 
torists while careering over speed bumps in the road 
at 50 mph and by the time it got to Dog Kennel Lane 
the vehicle had reached 70 mph in a 30 zone. It then 
turned into Starkie Drive where Arif abandoned the 
Chevrolet and ran off but was caught following a 
short foot chase. 

Miss Jabeen Akhtar, defending, said: “This was 
totally out of character. He is normally a very hard 
working and industrious young man who is em¬ 
ployed in the family business. “He had a passenger 


in the car who was older than him and told him to 
put his foot down, so he did that without thinking 
of the consequences.” 

Arif from Derby Road, Oldbury, who was of pre¬ 
vious good character, pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving and driving without insurance. He was 
given six months detention in a Young Offenders 
Institution, suspended for two years with 140 hours 
unpaid work and £300 costs. 

Recorder Nicholas Cartwright told him: “This 
was a very bad bit of driving at a time when there 
were lots of other cars about. This kind of driving 
would normally end in custody but because you 
have not been in trouble before I am going to give 
you a chance that is likely to be your last.” 


Action on fly-tipping 
after £180,000 costs 


A FRESH crackdown on fly-tipping 
across Sandwell has been launched 
after the clean-up bill topped 
£180,000 in 12 months. 

Sandwell Council says it is continuing 
to battle the ‘huge problem’ of people 
illegally dumping rubbish at sites in the 
borough and thousands of pounds of tax¬ 
payers’ money is being spent clearing up 
the waste. 

Bosses say they are committed to investi¬ 
gating all cases to trace the culprits and bring 
those responsible to court. Derelict pubs, 
patches of wasteland and alleyways are among 
the sites commonly targeted by fly-tippers. 

Sites including New Hope Road and Shire- 
land Road in Smethwick and Salisbury Road in 
West Bromwich have been named as some of 
the hotspots in recent years. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said: 
“Sandwell Council does face problems with 
the cost of dealing with fly-tipping. Last year, 
it cost council taxpayers £181,000 in disposal 
costs alone. Fly-tipping is a huge problem for 
all councils and we face big costs in dealing 
with illegal and indiscriminate dumping in the 
borough. 

Rubbish 

“We are continuing to investigate all reports 
of fly-tipping where there is some evidence of 
who is responsible for the offence, because we 
need to find out who these responsible people 
are who dump loads of rubbish. 

“To do this we need the help of the public 
and we would invite witnesses to come forward 
to help us track down the perpetrators. 

“It is always difficult to get the required 
standard of proof to secure a prosecution and 
so any help we have from witnesses is vital.” 

Earlier this year, residents called for action 
after mattresses and bin bags were dumped 
outside the Newbury Tavern in Oldbury. While 
last year the council had to step in after rubbish 
was repeatedly dumped in an alleyway between 
Kingsway and Walters Road in Old Warley. A 
petition signed by 85 homeowners was handed 
into the council and bosses responded by in¬ 
stalling four gates to seal off the alley. 

The council has also been forced to shell out 
£200,000 of taxpayer’s money ridding the area 
of graffiti over the past two years. In each of 
the two years to April 2014, £100,000 was spent 
removing the vandalism that had blighted 
shops and properties across the borough.

Protesting 
will never 
make a 
difference 

ON my return from holiday this weekend, 
a border control official at Birmingham 
Airport scrutinised my passport very 
carefully, observing that there was still a 
sticker from a trip to Dubrovnik the pre¬ 
vious month. 

“You need to take that off, it’s obso¬ 
lete,” he said abruptly 

It’s greatly comforting that our border 
staff are so meticulous. It probably ex¬ 
plains why we never have any problems 
with illegal immigration. 

ISN’T it interesting that whenever there 
is talk of austerity, the police station clo¬ 
sures and library cuts are never far away. 
Yet somehow, the traffic-calming industry 
always seems to escape the brunt of the 
brutality. When was the last time you ever 
heard a local authority announce in som¬ 
bre tones that there will be no red paint, 
speed bumps or yellow lines this year be¬ 
cause the budget has been cut? 

Recently, near where I live, the local 
authority had the truly bonzer idea of in¬ 
stalling a central reservation opposite the 
bus stop, presumably with the idea that it 
will slow speeding drivers down. 

However, I suspect that 95 per cent 
of the time the boy racers will still drive 
very fast, only now they will drive very 
fast through the bus stop. It is what boy 
racers do. I doubt if the average base- 
ball-cap wearer stops and thinks “the 
council has changed the road markings, I 
had better drive like an undertaker.” 

That said, I am convinced that for the 
remaining five per cent of the time we will 
see a marked reduction in road speeds. 
Particularly when Mr Max Power drives 
splat bang into the side of the bus. 

When they said they wanted an inte¬ 
grated transport policy, I didn’t realise 
they meant quite so closely integrated. 

AFTER months of aggravation at the 
hands of various disgruntled protesters 
who have decided to take it upon them¬ 
selves to be offended on behalf of the 
people of the Black Country, it was good 
to hear that the latest anti-mosque demo 
was a bit of a damp squib. 

After all the threats of thousands of 
angry football fans coming to vent their 
spleen, fewer than 200 actually turned 
out. But when was the last time anything 
in Britain was ever changed by folk wan¬ 
dering through a town centre with for sale 
boards in their hand? 

When I was at uni, there seemed to be 
a demo every other week, usually about 
cuts to student grants or pit closures. 
And what a difference that made. 

What I do remember was how the stu¬ 
dent magazine would proudly proclaim 
how many coaches it filled, but strangely 
they always managed to lose quite a few 
by the time of the protest itself. Still, that’s 
the risk you take if you offer free transport 
to London for the Christmas sales.

Taking stock of our 
crumbling heritage

People may be surprised to 
find many landmark buildings 
are on the at risk register. 

ADAM BURLING reports 

THEY have become familiar parts 
of the landscape to thousands of 
people who pass them every day. 

But many may not realise that these 
historic buildings are among the coun¬ 
try’s most at risk sites. 

Heritage campaigners have drawn up a list 
of buildings that they believe could end up 
knocked down or falling into disrepair if ac¬ 
tion is not taken. 

And while some are instantly recognisable, 
others are less obvious. But they all form part 
of the Black Country and Staffordshire’s rich 
heritage. The SAVE group, which is marking 
its 40th anniversary this year, is about to re¬ 
lease its latest catalogue of at risk buildings. 
And English Heritage recently compiled a list 
of sites that are vulnerable to making way for 
developments. 

Turnpike 

Smethwick Toll House has been a fixture on 
the High Street since 1820 but it unlikely that 
the majority of shoppers or commuters pay it 
much attention each day. But it is among five 
sites in the West Midlands chosen by SAVE in 
its latest investigations. 

The toll house and associated coach house 
is Grade II-listed and served the Birmingham, 
Dudley and Wolverhampton turnpike which 
was formed in 1760. The toll house and for¬ 
mer coach house were most recently let as an 
art gallery, but have now been vacant for a 
number of years. 

Meanwhile, Langley Maltings is steeped in 
the history of the Black Country’s brewing in¬ 
dustry. Originally dating from 1870, but sub¬ 
stantially rebuilt in 1898, the Maltings are a 
well-known landmark in this part of Sandwell. 

The site was built for the nearby Showell’s 
Crosswell Brewery, with the 1898 buildings 
designed by Arthur Kinder & Son, notable 
brewery architects. Although the brewery 
changed hands several times, remarkably the 
maltings were still in use as late as 2006 and it 


was one of the last to use the traditional floor 
malting process. 

An arson attack in 2009 caused considerable 
damage to the buildings, but English Heritage 
concluded that ‘despite some unstable ma¬ 
sonry, repairing the building would be rela¬ 
tively straightforward’. 

An application for demolition was submit¬ 
ted by the owner in 2012, but the council re¬ 
jected the plans after an outcry from residents. 
Businessmen Lehmber Singh and Harbhajan 
Singh Dhadday, who run D&S Enterprises, 
bought the property for £1 million in 2007. 

Mr Dhadday said they were still hoping to 
submit a planning application to build hous¬ 
ing. In Staffordshire, Heron Court has been 
singled out as an example of Tudor Gothic ar¬ 
chitecture. The building, in Heron Street, Ru¬ 
geley, was constructed in 1851 at the time that 
Rugeley was expanding from a market town to 
a coal mining centre. 

It was used as a convent and more recently 
as the home of a billiards club. 

The site is now up for sale and, while it is 
in relatively good condition, there are fears it 
will be difficult to find a new use for it that will 
keep its historic features. 


Meanwhile English Heritage has named two 
well-known Dudley churches on its list of land¬ 
marks under threat. St Thomas and St Luke’s 
Church in High Street, Dudley, known as Top 
Church, is a shock new addition to this year’s 
Heritage at Risk register. St John’s Church in 
Dudley is now also on the list. 

A total of 195 sites across the Black Coun¬ 
try, Staffordshire and North Worcestershire 
have now been identified as being at risk in the 
latest survey. Five new buildings in the area, 
all of them churches, have been added. 

However, nine buildings have been removed 
after finding a more secure future. St Thomas 
and St Luke’s Church is considered to be 
Dudley’s premier church and is used for civic 
functions. The Grade II listed building, built 
between 1815 and 1818, is said to be in ‘poor’ 
condition. 

Ten years ago £528,000 was spent restoring 
its spire. Meanwhile, St John’s Church in St 
John Street closed in 2002 for safety reasons 
after structural problems were discovered. 

Worcester Diocese, which owns the building, 
initially said it may be declared redundant and 
demolished. However, the St John’s Church 
Preservation Group was formed in 2007 to

save the building, and it was granted Grade 
II-listed status in 2009. 

William Perry, better known as The Tipton 
Slasher, who was England’s bare-knuckle box¬ 
ing champion from 1850 to 1857, and Marion 
Richardson, a well-known author of children’s 
handwriting books, are among those buried in 
the churchyard. Other entries on the register 
include in Wolverhampton, St Luke’s Church 
in Upper Villiers Street, said to be at severe 
risk as its condition is deteriorating rapidly, 
English Heritage says. It is described as in 
‘very bad’ condition and as being ‘of immedi¬ 
ate risk of further rapid deterioration or loss 
of fabric’. 

Built by GT Robinson of Leamington in 
1860, the church’s huge, decorated spire is a 
local landmark in the Blakenhall area. The 
problem of dry rot was addressed some years 
ago, but many other issues remain. 

The city’s Church of St Leonard, in Church 
Street, has leaking gutters that are damaging 
the stonework and causing water damage in¬ 
side. It still has a number of original features 
from when it was built in 1825, but English 
Heritage says they could be lost if repairs are 
not carried out. 
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Fighting for our regional identity 


THERE are lies, big lies and great big lies.

Going back to 1086 Sedgley was a large 
manor taking in what is now Dudley and 
Coseley. As the small villages gained their 
own identity Coseley became the largest 
borough in the country until in 1974 Sedg¬ 
ley and all the small villages in that borough 


Coseley was split three ways to Wolver¬ 
hampton, Dudley and Sandwell. 

Many more small towns and villages 
were lost to the larger three councils, los¬ 
ing their identity. The agreement Osborne 
wants is the thin end of the wedge. Money 
will be given to Birmingham - the smaller 
towns and villages will lose out again. If we 
all class ourselves as people from the Black 
Country we must fight against it. Write, 
speak to your councillors and MPs now.

Reeling back the years with 
Youtube views of Freeth Street 


IT is one of the biggest websites in the world and is seen 
as the future of media and entertainment. 

But ironically, Youtube is becoming one of the best places to find 
fascinating footage of towns such as Oldbury, from bygone eras. 
People are discovering old film reels and video cassettes in their 
lofts and posting them on the site. 


One of the best quality videos 
documents Oldbury town centre 
before Sainsbury’s dominated the 
skyline. 

The superstore and Sandwell 
Council House are two landmarks 
of Oldbury town centre but in 
1979, the scene was completely dif¬ 
ferent, as proven by a video post¬ 
ing. It shows Freeth Street was 
once flanked by wasteland and der¬ 
elict buildings. 

And at the end of Freeth Street 
in the 1970s was the town’s old bus 
station, which made way for the 
developments. Some residents have 
complained that Oldbury does not 
really have a centre any more as 
it is dominated by national chains 
and massive stores. 

But council bosses argue that it 
was no better before these were 
built, and that the new shops have 
actually brought people into the 
town. 

The old footage, entitled ‘Old¬ 
bury Town Centre 1979 Cinefilm’ 
and posted by a user called max- 
robbol973, is likely to bring back 
memories for plenty of residents, 
with rows of shops and houses that 
have since been replaced by the

council house. In a message with 
the video, the person who posted it 
said: “Oldbury in 1979 was filmed 
by my dad during a period of mass 
demolition of old buildings.” 

Wendy Bedward commented on 
the video: “I was born in Church 
Square in 1949 and it’s wonder¬ 
ful to see this and the church and 
churchyard where I used to play. 

“The Co-op where Mom used to 
do her shopping, and the Wrexham, 
but not sure if that was the correct 
name? 

“Thank you for posting this, 
it has given me a lot of pleasure 
watching it.” 

Meanwhile a film of Owen Street 
in Tipton from 1976 is an example 
of an area hardly changing - but 
the old buses and cars give away 
the era. 

And a 30-second video called 
‘Owen Street, Tipton 1976/77 is 
intended to focus on a bus making 
its way through the busy shopping 
area, but provides a fascinating 
glimpse of how it looked nearly 40 
years ago.

Cycling funds cut criticism 


A NEW £400,000 visitor cen¬ 
tre for the RSPB at Sandwell 
Valley has risen from the ash¬ 
es of a fire-ravaged facility. 

The construction of the com¬ 
plex, which sits at the heart of the 
nature reserve, is now complete 
with work under way to fit out the 
inside of the building. 

Work began on the new centre, 
which has been built on the site of the 
old building after it was damaged in an 
arson attack five years ago, in October. 

A launch event to mark the official 
opening of the centre called Natures 
Reach is due on August 2 from 11am 
until 4pm, with a range of activities for 
all ages including the chance to listen 
to tales and toast marshmallows on a 
camp fire. Families living near the site 
have also received invites to a special 
preview event on July 16. 

Unwind 

RSPB spokeswoman Nadia Shaikh 
said: “The centre will be a place where 
visitors can find out about wildlife, 
families can take part in a whole host 
of activities and somewhere to unwind 
and enjoy the view with a cup of tea.” 

The two-storey modern-looking 
building will also have a porch and ter¬ 
race area and the centre will not only 
be used by staff and visitors, but also 
volunteers and community groups. 

Following the arson attack in March 
2010, a £100,000 temporary building 
was made the main base at the re¬ 
serve, off Tanhouse Lane. 

The reserve boasts hedgerows full 
of wildlife, where visitors can watch 
flocks of ducks, geese, swans and lap¬ 
wings from the Lakeside Lookout,. 

The RSPB is appealing for more vol¬ 
unteers who can help out at the visitor 
centre when it opens.

Decontamination 

Manager 



DECONTAMINATION is not 
the prettiest of subjects, but 
for one woman working at 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, it 
is her chosen career path. 

Diane Beaman, the decontamina¬ 
tion manager for the trust, ‘caught 
the bug’ early on in her life, choosing 
healthcare and specialising in infec¬ 
tion prevention and control. 

Working in the NHS for over 30 
years, Diane, aged 50, has been with 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals since 2008 as a member of 
the infection prevention and control 
department and has been working 
closely with the trust’s decontamina¬ 
tion service ever since. 

“I have worked in sterile services for 
many years and I am glad that this is 
the career path I chose to follow, even 
after all these years. 

Protected 

“The good thing about my job is 
that it is not an office job, I am always 
out and about on the wards working 
with everyone from senior doctors to 
student nurses and HCAs, training 
them in safety procedures regarding 
the chemicals being used to decontam¬ 
inate equipment,” Diane said. 

Due to the nature of her job, no two 
days are the same for Diane. 

One day she could be at a training 
day, learning about a new chemical to 
use in the decontamination unit and 
the next day she could be working on 
the wards to make sure that every pa¬ 
tient and member of staff is protected, 
by completing risk assessments on 
the products currently in use, using 
the trust’s motto “keep it safe, keep 
it clean”. 

Diane is very proud of the decon¬ 
tamination team and the work they 
do. 

“We are one of very few trusts in the 


NHS who have their own decontami¬ 
nation service and have the facilities 
to disinfect every piece of equipment 
the trust uses. 

“We also have a special decontam¬ 
ination area for incubators and I am 
really proud of the team and what they 
can do to play their part in the smooth 
running of a large healthcare organi¬ 
sation.” 

Since working for the NHS, she has 
attended Kingston University, Lon¬ 
don, where she graduated with a first- 
class degree in medical devices in 2014. 

Diane sees the head of her depart¬ 
ment and line manager, Rebecca 
Evans as her hero as she is a real in¬ 
spiration to her. 


“Rebecca works so hard at her job 
and manages her team really well 
which makes me and I’m sure other 
colleagues of mine look up to her as a 
great role model.” 

Mother-of-two Diane and her hus¬ 
band Trevor, who retired from his 
maintenance role at the trust at 
Christmas last year, make the most 
out of whatever free time they have 
together by travelling to all corners of 
the world. 

“We have recently come back from 
a tour of the American ‘deep south’ 
where we had a fantastic time and are 
planning a trip to Vietnam for our next 
holiday.”

CHILDREN and young people with 
eating disorders will be treated in 
brighter and more spacious sur¬ 
roundings thanks to a £2million re¬ 
furbishment of a ward at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. 

During the past five months work has 
been underway to extend and improve the 
hospital’s inpatient eating disorder unit. 

Hospital bosses say the Irwin Ward is no 
longer ‘cramped and dated but bright, light, airy 
and spacious’. It has 12 single bedrooms and en- 
suite wet rooms, therapy and dining rooms and 
facilities for young people and their families to 
cook and eat together in. Around 40 children and 


young people aged 12 -18 are treated at Irwin 
each year, staying for an average of 100 days. 

Most admissions are for the treatment of an¬ 
orexia nervosa which Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital estimates affects 1,500 children and 
young people in the West Midlands. Treatment 
extensively involves their family who spend time 
with them, prepare meals and eat with them 
often. 

Staff, young people and their families have 
been involved in the design consultation process, 
and as long periods of rest and recuperation are 
vital to recovery, the new furniture and decor 
has been designed to make the environment as 
calming and comfortable as possible. 

Former eating disorder patient, mother of two 
Joanna Thompson, aged 22, from Solihull, said 


the new look unit would make a huge difference. 
“When you’re going through a difficult time you 
need to be in a place that you feel safe. The new 
unit is amazing as it will really feel like being 
at home. 

“The family kitchen and dining areas will 
bring everyone together, which is great as family 
are so important in getting better, and the social 
space and single rooms are brilliant as you have 
your own space to take time out too.” 

Hospital chief executive Sarah-Jane Marsh 
said: “Our existing facilities had become tired 
and outdated, and certainly not befitting of the 
forward thinking clinical services we provide to 
our young people and families. They are now to¬ 
tally transformed and we are delighted with the 
finished product - it really does look amazing.” 


Knife attack 
thug is guilty 

A THUG has been found guilty of stab¬ 
bing a fish and chip shop manager at least 
six times in a frenzied attack. 

Leon McTaggart was unanimously 
found guilty of causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent to Narinder Sidhu on 
November 6 last year. 

The stabbing took place outside the 
Simply Fish and Chips shop in Hagley 
Road West, Oldbury that was run by 
the victim. The jury took less than three 
hours to reach their unanimous verdict 
after a five day Wolverhampton Crown 
Court trial which finished yesterday. 

The 29-year-old defendant from Hagley 
Road, Edgbaston, who chose not to give 
evidence in support of his defence, was 
remanded in custody for the preparation 
of a pre sentencing report until July 13. 

He was warned he faces a hefty sen¬ 
tence.

MASTERPIECES dating back to the 17th century will be 
going on show in Birmingham as part of a project to inspire 
new generations of art lovers. 

Birmingham Museums Trust (BMT) is said to hold one 
of the finest collections of European paintings in the UK, 
containing many works of international significance. 

Some of the best are going to be re-displayed at Birming¬ 
ham Museum & Art Gallery (BMAG) following a two-year 
research project into the collection, which will make the 
artworks more accessible to the public. The project has 
been made possible thanks to a National Gallery Curatorial 
Traineeship supported by the Art Fund with the assistance 
of the Vivmar Foundation, in partnership with BMT.

regeneration dies at 62 


Cadbury base work starts 




An impression of the new luxury development at Bournville 


CONSTRUCTION work has begun 
to turn the former headquarters of 
Cadbury in Bournville village into 
stylish modern apartments. 

The £16m project at Franklin 
House, Bournville Lane, thought 
to be where the Curly Wurly was 
invented, is due to finish by next 
spring. It will offer 79 one and 
two-bedroom luxury flats including 
four penthouse suites featuring in¬ 
ternal courtyards. 

Birmingham-based property de¬ 
veloper Court Collaboration, which 
bought the building last year, has 
appointed Aldridge construction 
firm Shaylor Group to carry out the 
work on the 1960s office block. The 


project has been designed by Jewel¬ 
lery Quarter-based BPN Architects 
and retains many of the building’s 
original features. 

Franklin House had been va¬ 
cant for several years before it was 
bought by Court Collaboration in a 
joint venture with Headland Devel¬ 
opments, a Hong Kong-based firm. 

Anthony McCourt, director at 
Court Collaboration, said: “The 
apartments will be modern and so¬ 
phisticated, while incorporating the 
building’s incredible high ceilings 
and large windows.” 

Cadbury has been at Bournville 
since 1879. Current owners Monde- 
lez International opposed the plans. 


THE man who pioneered a mul¬ 
ti-million pound drive to regen¬ 
erate Sandwell, revitalising some 
of the borough’s most rundown 
areas, has died aged 62. 

Clive Dutton was made an OBE for 
his services to urban regeneration in 
1998 while working at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil. 

He later took on the same role in Bir¬ 
mingham before moving to London to work 
on the regeneration programme in the 
run-up to the 2012 Olympics. 

Executive director of regeneration and 
inward investment for 
the London Borough 
of Newham, he worked 
on the creation of ‘a 
city within a capital 
city’ at Stratford in 
East London, the rede¬ 
velopment of Canning 
Town and the regen¬ 
eration of the Royal 
Docks. 

Mr Dutton left local 
government in 2013 to 
set up his own consultancy. It is understood 
he had been suffering from cancer. 

During the 1990s Mr Dutton pioneered 
£300 million worth of programmes to re¬ 
vitalise Sandwell’s most rundown areas as 
the council’s regeneration chief. 

He took on the job in 1996 at the same 
time as he led the £173 million Tipton City 
Challenge, which, from 1993-98, helped 
halve unemployment in the town. 

Before that he was general manager of 
the Black Country Development Corpora¬ 
tion. 

When Mr Dutton left local government he 
was recruited by Northern Ireland Culture 
Minister Caral Ni Chuilin to help accelerate 
regeneration efforts in west Belfast. 

A decade previously he had been asked 
by the government to produce the Dutton 
Report on how to regenerate west Belfast, 
following the Good Friday Agreement.

ALBUM REVIEWS

DEVONIAN stadium rockers 
Muse are at their very best 
when they go over the top, so 
are very good indeed on sev¬ 
enth studio album Drones. 

An anti-militarism concept album 
(with classic prog rock/Pink Floyd style 
sleeve), it is full of the kind of Queen¬ 
like grand gestures that have made 
them firm favourites, apparent on the 
anthemic Mercy, Defector and Revolt. 

They also rock very heavy indeed, 
the spirit of Black Sabbath infusing the 
swaggering Psycho and singer-gui¬ 
tarist Matt Bellamy providing fretwork 
fireworks on Reapers. And if you want 
epic, how about The Globalist, clock¬ 
ing in at ten minutes. 

Muse don’t cover new territory here 
but they do what they do very well. 

The buzz around London four-piece 
Wolf Alice started more than two 
years ago with debut single Fluffy and 
gathered pace with support slots for 
the Manics and others. Some have 
seemed to write off the outfit fronted 
by Ellie Rowsell as grunge revivalists 
before hearing debut LP, My Love Is 
Cool. There’s more to them than that. 

Opener Turn To Dust blends spooky 
folk with Twin Peaks atmospherics, the 
funky Foals-like Bros looks back at 
childhood and the intense Pixies influ¬ 
enced You’re A Germ is a howling con¬ 
demnation of a sexual predator. 

Drummer Joel Amery delivers a 
dreamy vocal for the haunting pastoral 
Swallowtail, whilst Rowsell gives a light 
pop vocal for the swirling Soapy Water. 
However, the fearsome Fluffy still deliv¬ 
ers those grunge dynamics and high- 
pitched squeals. 

Jason Derulo covers all bases on 
his album Everything Is 4. It opens 


with a slick double salvo of top-notch 
R&B/pop songs Want To Want Me 
and Cheyenne (you can almost hear 
him thinking beat that Bruno Mars and 
Sam Smith). Nor does he scrimp on the 
quirky hooks that first got him noticed, 
Get Ugly and Pull-Up both have irritat¬ 
ingly catchy effects. 

He also scores high with special 
guest collaborations, enlisting rising 
star Meghan Trainor on pop gem Pain¬ 
killer, Jennifer Lopez on Try Me and 
both Stevie Wonder (for his harmonica) 
and Keith Urban on the funky/bluesy 
Broke. He’s actually eclipsed by Julia 
Michaels’ power vocal performance in 
the duet Trade Hearts. 

This album is full of potential hit sin¬ 
gles, you could soon be hearing a lot of 
Love Me Down and X2CU. 

The superstar from Florida is due to 
play Birmingham’s Barclaycard Arena 
on January 30, 2016. 

No one else sounds like Everything 
Everything, due to Jonathan Higgs’ 
rapid-fire often falsetto vocals (in nor¬ 
mal register he reminds me of Tom 
Robinson and Julian Cope). Their fre¬ 
netic, restless pop/rock is distinctive, 


amusing, bizarre and appealing on 
third album Get To Heaven. 

Highlights include Distant Past, 
reminiscent of Danish popsters Jun¬ 
ior Senior, the disco shuffle of Get To 
Heaven, the portentous Fortune 500, 
the rap and wailer Blast Doors, as gor¬ 
geously outlandish as Billy McKenzie’s 
Associates, and the Philip Glass influ¬ 
enced euphoric Zero Pharoah. Check 
them out at Birmingham’s 02 Academy 
on November 14. 

London band Gengahr make an im¬ 
pressive debut with A Dream Outside 
and it’s a real grower. The psych indie 
outfit have a sound built around falset¬ 
to vocals by Felix Bushe and John Vic¬ 
tor’s exciting guitar motifs. 

Moody surf instrumental Dark Star 
robs the album of its momentum mid¬ 
way but there are plenty of stand-out 
tracks including the woozy new single 
Heroine and plaintive Bathed In Light. 
Check them out if you like Bombay Bi¬ 
cycle Club and/or Tame Impala. 

After supporting The Maccabees in 
May, Gengahr have a gig in their own 
right at the Hare And Hounds in Kings 
Heath on October 12.

Plans for city Paradise 
revamp are submitted 


THE revamp of Birmingham city 
centre’s Paradise development has 
moved a step forward with three de¬ 
tailed planning applications submit¬ 
ted to council chiefs. 

The project involves creating more 
than 350,000 sq ft of speculative of¬ 
fice space in two new buildings to¬ 
gether with the enhancement of the 
surrounding public area at the heart 
of Birmingham city centre. 

Paradise development manager 
Argent has lodged the plans to Bir¬ 
mingham City Council on behalf of 
Hermes Investment Management. 

One Chamberlain Square has 
been designed by Eric Parry Archi¬ 
tects and provides 172,000 sq ft of 
space over seven storeys. 

The office entrance will be on 
Centenary Way, with restaurant 
or leisure uses on the ground floor 
and frontage onto Centenary Way, 


Congreve Street and Chamber- 
lain Square. The Glenn Howells 
Architects’ designed seven-storey 
Two Chamberlain Square provides 
182,000 sq ft in the building which 
fronts onto Chamberlain Square 
and then steps back from the sixth 
floor with a roof terrace. The of¬ 
fice entrance is located directly on 
to Chamberlain Square with the 
ground and upper ground levels of¬ 
fering space for leisure and retail. 

Both buildings will overlook 
Chamberlain Square which will un¬ 
dergo major enhancement as pro¬ 
posed in the third detailed planning 
application submitted on behalf of 
Paradise Circus Limited Partner¬ 
ship, a private-public joint venture 
with Birmingham City Council.

A LONG-SERVING Sandwell councillor and former 
town committee chairman has died. Tributes have been 
paid to Labour’s Malcolm Bridges, who represented 
Blackheath on Sandwell Council. 

He was elected to the ward in 2010 but had previously 
represented Bristnall for many 
years until losing his seat to the To¬ 
ries in 2008. During his time on the 
council he had also served as Old¬ 
bury Town Committee chairman. 

Councillor Steve Eling, deputy 
leader of Sandwell Council, said: “I 
knew Malcolm had been ill for some 
time but it has come as a real shock. 

“He is one of those people who 
has been around for many years 
and cared deeply about his community. He was someone 
who was highly valued as a councillor and put in a huge 
amount of work on his patch. His fellow ward council¬ 
lors are shocked and upset.” Mr Bridges won his original 
Bristnall seat in a by-election in 1999.

£4m boost 
planned to 
help bring 
better care 


SANDWELL’S hospital trust will spend up 
to £4 million during the next 12 months on 
projects proposed by medical staff to help 
improve patient care. 

Six extra midwives and 11 health visitors will be 
recruited as part of a £500,000 investment boost the 
service offered to mothers and families. It is one of 
around 25 projects, proposed by clinicians. 


It was given the go-ahead 
by health chiefs at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust. Other 
schemes include invest¬ 
ments in critical care, pallia¬ 
tive care, pain management 
and children’s epilepsy ser¬ 
vices. 

Money to fund the im¬ 
provements has come from 
efficiency savings made in 
other areas, chief executive 
Toby Lewis said. He added 
the projects were ‘long-term 
commitments’ and funding 
would be in place for future 
years. 

“The trust annually in¬ 
vests based on ideas from 
staff and the benefits of our 
savings in one area being 
re-distributed to another. 
All £4m of schemes pro¬ 
posed by staff between Oc¬ 
tober 2014 and March 2015 
are now approved by the 
clinical leadership executive 
after detailed scrutiny by 
doctors, nurses and man¬ 
agers. 

“As an NHS trust with a 
balanced financial plan, we 
believe we can make more 
courageous decisions to in¬ 
vest in both innovation and 
quality.” As part of work to 
make savings, bosses have 
pledged to reduce staff sick¬ 
ness levels and spending on

agency staff. The number of 
days lost to sickness rose to 
66,120 in 2014/15 compared 
with 64,130 during the pre¬ 
vious 12 months prompting 
leaders to take action. 

One of the approved pro¬ 
jects is an investment of 
£100,000 in physiotherapy 
for workers as the common 
cause of staff sickness was 
muscle injury. 

Other work as part of the 
wider plan to reduce sick¬ 
ness levels, includes closer 
monitoring of staff absences 
with weekly and monthly 
reviews as well as additional 
training for line managers. 

The investment comes 
as more than 200 jobs face 
being axed at the hospital 
trust during the next 12 
months to slash more than 
£16m from the wage bill. 

But Mr Lewis said despite 
needing to reduce staff num¬ 
bers, it was important to 
continue to re-invest money 
in improving patient care. 

The staff review is the 
next phase of wider plans 
to cut around 1,400 posts 
over five years. Bosses are 
looking to scrap 205 ‘whole 
time equivalent’ positions 
by March 2016.

IT’S very rare that I am not rush¬ 
ing from work to review a show 
or concert in Birmingham. 

So when one popped up on a Sunday 
evening I decided to make a day of it. 
A bit of retail therapy followed by a bit 
of wine therapy - perfect. 

As the show was at the Symphony Hall 
the obvious eating choice was Brindley Place 
and it just so happened that a week or two 
earlier I had had an email on the Discover 
Wine Campaign at All Bar One, just over 
the canal bridge. As a wine lover this was 
just too good an opportunity to miss. 

This stylish city bar, which recently had 
a major refurb, specialises in cocktails and 
runs its own cocktail-making classes - but 
more on that later. There is a large outside 
eating area but we opted for inside and were 
shown to our corner seat by a very friendly

and helpful waiter called Bob. Menus al¬ 
ready on the table, we very quickly decided 
to go for the ‘small plates’. They advise five 
between two at a total cost of £26 - very 
good value at just £13 each for a share of 
actually very generous taster portions. 

We opted for beetroot cured salmon gra- 
vadlax with goat’s curd and apple, corian¬ 
der, za’atar spice mix and tzatziki, slow 
cooked pork with creamed potato, apple 
and vanilla ketchup and pork crackling, 
Szechuan-coated crispy calamari, with red 
chilli and served with wasabi dip, ginger 
teriyaki chicken skewers with pickled vege¬ 
tables and sesame seeds and wild Patagon¬ 
ian prawns in garlic, chilli and lemon with 
grilled rosemary foccacia. 

All very tasty and very well presented. 
The bar holds regular events including a 


wine of the month and although the cock¬ 
tails prove very popular with the young as 
we are now, how can I put it, a little more 
mature we do like a drop of wine. 

Luckily for us the wine event was still 
running. It was due to end the middle of 
June but look out for it if it comes around 
again. It is definitely worth it. 

Experience 

So before our food arrived we were joined 
by team leader Shaun who took us through 
the different wines, and there were a lot of 
them! We were shown how to pick up the 
aromas and which wines went best with 
each of the dishes. Although young, Shaun 
has a wealth of experience in this field, 
some of it picked up on cruise ships. 

We started with the white wines and 
after a while I was managing to pick out the 
different aromas but still had no idea of the 


region. Then we moved on to our favourite, 
red wine, by which time I must admit I was 
probably getting a little bit tipsy. 

Shaun advised to drink water between 
the different samples to clear out palate so 
at least the wine was being ‘ watered down’ 
- after all I did have a show to review! 

On to dessert and as I have a very sweet 
tooth I went for the chocolate, orange and 
mascarpone mousse cake. Delicious, the 
calorie count was on the menu but I didn’t 
even bother checking. My husband went 
for lemon torte with raspberry sorbet. 

Cocktails are very popular with the young 
and cocktail making classes are a big attrac¬ 
tion. They cost £20 and include three cock¬ 
tails. All Bar One is a perfect place to eat 
out or pop for a drink after work. And if you 
are going to the ICC, Barclaycard Arena 
the one at Waters Edge, BrindleyPlace is 
perfectly placed.

New Volvo 
XC90 offers 
a serious 
challenge

When the first XC90 appeared in the UK back 
in 2002 some potential buyers admired this 
trendsetting new SUV in the showroom, be¬ 
fore telling Volvo dealers ‘it’s not expensive 
enough’. 

Which shows there are always people with more 
money than sense. The company bonus culture was 
responsible and Volvo had never experienced any¬ 
thing like it. 

How did the sensible Swedes react? They quickly devel¬ 
oped a UK-only version with all the bells and whistles on 
board, at a price that over-compensated company buyers 
thought let everyone know they could afford one - easily. 

No such problem with the all new XC90, built high and 
handsome in a gently understated way and priced from 
£47,750 to £63,705. Nobody would describe that as under- 
pricing, but do you get what you pay for? 

The short answer is yes; buyers who head for the XC90 
at the bottom of the price ladder will not only be buying by 
far the expected most popular version, but they’ll end up 
with a car that comes well enough equipped to need little 
else adding. 

That’s rather rare in a part of the market where car makers 
know there is a large fortune to be made from the options’ 
list. More of that later. 

Let’s look at the newcomer in more detail. It is that gen¬ 
uinely rare machine - a vehicle new from tip to stern, with 
new engines. 

The whole thing must have cost Volvo’s Chinese owners 
a large fortune to design and develop. 

Just as well it was worth it. 

Built in Sweden, it radiates subtle Nordic charm in a way 
that a rival like BMW’s X5 would hardly comprehend. Ele¬ 
gant good taste emanates from everything, taking in a bold 
new grille and body lines deliberately kept simple. 

Quality 

Inside, the good taste continues, beautiful build quality 
obvious everywhere and a mere eight buttons indicating 
that all the other controls, for things like sound system, heat¬ 
ing and ventilation and the satellite navigation have been 
loaded onto a big, clear touchscreen. 

Every XC90 destined for the UK, for the moment at least, 
will have all-wheel drive, automatic transmission and sev¬ 
en seats, with enough room in row three for two adults up 
to 5ft 7in tall. All seven seats have thinner than usual seat 
backs, without sacrificing any of the long-distance comfort 
long associated with Volvo, and helping free up useful extra 
leg room. 

Calling the least expensive Momentum level ‘basic’ does 
the car much less than justice, as it comes with all of the 
above, as well as a tailgate that opens with a waggle of a 
foot below the rear bumper, a multiple-adjustable and elec¬ 
trically-powered driver’s seat and leather trim. 

And don’t forget a 10-speaker sound system and big, 
19in alloy wheels too. So, miles away from basic in anyone’s 
language. 

Pay more and there are things like bigger wheels and 
added styling flourishes, but the entry level will suit most 
people just fine. 

So will the new diesel engine, that pulls quietly and has 
enough pep to push this big car along at a satisfying lick, 
recording a reasonable 34mpg in the process on some de¬ 
manding North Yorkshire roads. 

Rather quicker still and dearer (from £53,745 for an In¬ 
scription model) is a petrol engine with 320 horsepower and 
the ability to explore licence losing speeds very easily, re¬ 
cording an indifferent 26mpg in the process. 

They won’t sell a lot of those. 

The diesel is a different matter. Here is a very serious new 
contender if you want a big SUV in your life. 
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Incarnation 
seven for 
Vauxhall’s 
new Astra

Vauxhall has revealed images of the all-new 
seventh-generation Astra, which will reach 
production later this year at the compa¬ 
ny’s Ellesmere Port manufacturing plant in 
Cheshire. 

Based on an all-new lightweight vehicle architec¬ 
ture with a new design, powertrains and technolo¬ 
gy, Astra will receive its world premiere at the 2015 
Frankfurt Motor Show in September. 

The Astra is a household name for British car buyers with 
over 2.9 million sold in the UK over the last 36 years with 
over 50,000 last year. 

Depending on the model and trim level it will be up to 
200kg (130kg on average) lighter than its predecessor. The 
completely new vehicle architecture plays a major role in 
the weight reduction. Every component was checked for 
compact design and lightweight materials. The body shell 
weight alone was reduced by 20 per cent from 357kg to 
280kg. 

Additional, chassis-related measures resulted in a further 
50kg weight loss. These include high-strength and ultra- 
high-strength low-weight steels, compact subframes as well 
as weight reductions to the front and rear axle. 

Engines 

The all-new Astra features a powertrain including petrol 
and diesel units ranging from 10OPS to 200PS. The highlight 
of the engine range is the all-new 1.4-litre (145PS) ECOTEC 
Direct Injection Turbo, a four-cylinder unit from the same 
family as the one-litre, three-cylinder engine seen in Corsa, 
ADAM and VIVA. 

The engine delivers maximum torque of up to 250Nm, 
with maximum power available between 1,800rpm and 
4,000rpm. 

Based on its construction, the new 1.4 ECOTEC Direct 
Injection Turbo also adds less weight to the car. The alumin¬ 
ium engine block weighs in at 10kg less than the cast-iron 
block of the current 1.4-litre turbo. There’s also a base-level 
1.0 ECOTEC Direct Injection Turbo (105PS) petrol engine 
and a 1.6 CDTi ‘Whisper Diesel’ range with outputs starting 
from 110PS up to 160PS. 

Inspired by 2013’s Monza Concept, the lean design 
makes the new Astra look more athletic than before thanks 
to work carried out by a design team led by Brit Mark Ad¬ 
ams. 

The most significant design cue is the divided C-pillar, 
creating the impression of a floating roof. The interplay of 
light and shadow is emphasised by the horizontal crossbar 
above the brand logo linking the rear lights. 

The Astra does not just look smaller - it is smaller. With 
a total length of 4.37m it is almost 5cm shorter than its pre¬ 
decessor. With a height of 1.46m it is also 2.6cm lower. The 
dimensions have an impact on aerodynamics and efficiency 
with the new Astra boasting a drag coefficient below 0.30. 

The wheelbase may have been reduced by 2cm but the 
amount of space inside increased. In combination with new¬ 
ly-designed seats, the passengers in the rear can enjoy an 
additional 35mm legroom. The distance between the front- 
and rear-seats is increased providing comfort and space. 

Aesthetic 

The high-quality cockpit and the instrument panel trans¬ 
fer the characteristic and aesthetic exterior design to the 
interior, ensuring that a new interior design generation is 
introduced in the new Astra. It features a clean look which 
includes a large colour touchscreen in the centre stack and 
reduced amount of control switches and buttons. 

The new Astra is the first new Vauxhall model that will be 
available with the personal connectivity and service assis¬ 
tant OnStar from its launch. OnStar also turns the new Astra 
into a 4G LTE mobile Wi-Fi hotspot. Up to seven devices, 
from smartphones to tablets, can be connected simultane¬ 
ously. 

Making its debut in new Astra is the new generation Intel- 
liLink infotainment system that is compatible with Android 
Auto and Apple CarPlay. The functions can be controlled 
via the large, up to eight-inch touchscreen located high on 
the center stack, via remote control on the steering wheel 
(volume) or via voice control. 

The all-new Brit-built Astra will be the first Vauxhall to get 
glare-free IntelliLux LED Matrix Light. Bringing premium 
technology to the mainstream, these new LED headlights 
provide outstanding night time performance enhancing 
safety for the driver and those around them. 

Another advantage is that mechanical movements are 
no longer necessary in the headlight - the individual LED 
segments turn on or off according to the situation, which 
also contributes to a durability that far exceeds the lifespan 
of a car.

Sherwood 
closes in on 
his first deal 

TIM SHERWOOD was closing in on his 
first signing as Villa boss with Micah 
Richards set to reject Albion, Sunder¬ 
land and a host of other clubs to join the 
FA Cup finalists. 

The former Manchester City right- 
back, who spent last season on loan with 
Serie A club Fiorentina, is a free agent 
after leaving the Etihad Stadium. 

Richards, 26, is a 13-time England 
international and won two league titles, 
the FA Cup and the League Cup with 
City, but last featured for Manuel Pel¬ 
legrini’s side in a home defeat to Wigan 
in March 2014. 

Meanwhile, Villa captain Fabian 
Delph has urged Christian Benteke to 
follow his lead - but told Jack Grealish 
to let his heart decide his international 
future. 

Delph insists he will not try and twist 
the arm of his 19-year-old claret and 
blue team-mate when it comes to choos¬ 
ing his international future. 

Grealish, who starred in Villa’s late 
season revival, is yet to decide whether 
to commit his international future to 
England or the Republic of Ireland. 

The Birmingham-born midfielder has 
appeared for Ireland at youth level but 
turned down the chance to join up with 
Martin O’Neill’s most recent squad. 

And Delph, currently away with the 
Three Lions squad ahead of Sunday’s 
Euro 2016 qualifier with Slovenia, says 
it is a decision Grealish must make for 
himself. 

“I’ll leave that to him,” said Delph. 
“He’s represented Ireland in the 
younger age groups but it’s his decision. 
I won’t be one to put pressure on him.” 

The Villa skipper is hopeful Benteke 
will follow his example and sign a new 
deal at Villa Park. 

Delph put pen to paper on a new four- 
and-a-half year contract in January.
